WHEREAS the Department of Education has been 
made aware of inequalities that exist in assessment as 
between varying municipalities in that assessments are 
being equalized in different counties at from 60% to 100% 
of 1940 value year; and 


WHEREAS several cities and separated towns in On- 
tario have made re-assessments resulting in higher assess- 
ment per capita and consequently lower grants for second- 
ary school purposes as compared with comparable cities 
and separated towns that are assessing at lower percent- 
ages of 1940 value year; 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, 


That this County Council of the County of Norfolk 
petition the Minister of Education to review the basis of 
grants for secondary school purposes with a view to meas- 
uring need for such grants by some other device than 
assessment per capita—or by securing from the Depart- 
ment of Municipal Affairs equalizing factors for all muni- 
cipalities and then arriving at provincially equalized 
assessments for the basing of grants for secondary school 
purposes, and 7 


That a copy of this resolution be submitted to all 
Counties in Ontario and to urban municipalities that have 
had their grants for secondary school purposes reduced 
due to increases in assessment brought about by an en- 
deavour to properly comply with the provisions of Section 
33 of The Assessment Act. Carried.

Gentlemen: We, your Administration of Justice Com- 
mittee, met in the Committee Room on Friday, March 12, 
1954, and beg leave to report as follows: 


COURT HOUSE 


We recommend:

10.—That new chairs, tables and desks be purchased 
for the Council Chamber at an estimated cost of $4,000.00, 
this to be paid for out of the $15,000.CO Court House 
renovating fund.

In preparing the report of the County Assessor for the 
year 1954 section 87 (1) of The Assessment Act requires 
that, “The County Council shall yearly, and not later than 
the 1st day of July, examine the assessment rolls for the 
preceeding year of the different townships, towns and vill- 
ages in the county, for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
the valuations of real property made by the assessors in 
each township, town or village bear a just relation one to 
another.....”’ This section has been interpreted to mean 
the assessment rolls on which taxes were levied in the pre- 
ceding year, Accordingly the assessment rolls prepared in 
the year 1952, and on which taxes were levied in the year 
1953, are taken as the basis of this report. 


The annexations of property by the Town of Simcoe 
from the Township of Townsend as of January Ist, 1958, 
and from the Township of Woodhouse as of January Ist, 
1954, have been given their proper weighting in the report 
pursuant to section 92 of The Assessment Act.
